Note that the examiner has been unable to access the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed 9/13/04 and the references cited therein. Please refile 
the IDS and the corresponding references in order to have them considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 and 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kostun (6,427,1 12) or Akihisa 
et al (6,155,224). Note Figure 8 of Kostun, which shows first and second resonators 
(146, 162) and air cleaner (148). Note Figure 14 of Akihisa et al, which shows 
resonators (107, 110, 109) and air cleaner (100). Both Kostun and Akihisa et al show 
everything except specifically disclosing the use of a carburetor, and that the devices 
are employed in four-wheeled vehicles. It would have been obvious, if not inherent, that 
the devices would employ carburetors, in order to mix the fuel and air going into the 
combustion chamber, and that the devices would be employed in four-wheeled vehicles, 
as this is conventional. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kostun (6,427,112) or Akihisa et al (6,155,224). Kostun and Akihisa et al both show 

everything except utilizing the device in an off-road vehicle. It would have been obvious 

to one having ordinary skill in the art to employ the device in an off-road vehicle, in order 

to reduce the noise generated by the off-road vehicle, as these types of vehicles are 

conventional and it is well known that they tend to be noisy.
